; ſtices of the peace within the ſaid County, of all ſuch perſons aslodged in his houſe,at any time 
within two dayes before, or after any ſuch robbery,murder,or other heynous offence commit- 
ted,and what apparell the {aid perſon er perſons had or uſed, and the Chriſtian name and ſur- 
nameand names of the ſaid perſons,tt he ſhall know the ſame. 
Item. That he ſball notkeep any drinking, or vicualling in his houſe, on the Sabbath dayes, 
_ or holidayes in time of divine Service, or Sermons, nor after nine of the clocke in the 
nightin any day happening. ; 
Trem. 1 hat he ſhall not ſuffer ule or keep any Carding,Bowling,or other unlawfull Games,at any time in his houſe, 
- back-fide or Yard. 


Jtene. That he ſhall keepe two or more Beds from time to time,during this preſent licence,convenicntly furniſhed; 
and fit to lodgeany way forraigne perſon or traveller. | 


Item. That he ſhall not ſuffer any perſon or perſons,to lodge in his houſe above one day and one night together, brit 
ſuch as he will anſwer for,as the Statute 1n that caſe requireth. | 
Trem. That he ſhall not ſuffer any perſon or perſons, at that time inhabiting and dwelling in the faid Hundred, Bo- 
| rough,or Pariſh, to remaine and continue drinking, or tipling in his ſaid houſe, other then ſuch perſons as are accepted 
and permittedſo to doe,by the intent and meaning of the Statute;in that caſe made and provided. ; 
| Tem. Thatheſhall not utter,or {ell lefſe then one Ale Quart of the beſt Beere,or Ale for a penn y;andof the ſmall, 
| two quarts for a penny, from time ro time during this preſent licenſe, and that he ſhall have in his houſe, Beere or Ale 
of bath ſorts, and Bread for the poore, or ſuch othersas will buy the ſame, to ſpend either out of his houle, or in the 
ſame ; but not otherwiſc,then the Lawes and Statutes in that caſe made,doe and ſhall allow of. 


Iten:. That he ſhall not eat,or ſuffer to be dreſſed,or eaten any Fleſh in his houſe, during the time of Lent, nor in any 
time of the yeare,upon Frydayes, Saturdayes,or other Fiſh dayes.
